Police and U. S. Army investi­ 
gators had been puzzled for a 
motive. Dr Underwood, although 
an adviser to the former Ameri­ 
can military government, had tak­ 
en no part in rmlitics. His wife 
was popular with Koreans. 
Kim told the Associated Press 
he thought he had found a mo­ 
tive. He said he w*a.s convinced 
the • layer.s were Comrnuni.sts. 
“ I believe they intended to kill 
someone else,” h« said, “ probably 
Mrs. Mo” 
He refenred to Mrs. Mo Yun 
Suk .She wa.s associated wdth the 
Korean delegation which obtained 
lecogriition for the Republic of 
Kori'ii at the United Nations ses­ 
sion iq Pati.N over Soviet objec­ 
tions 
Mrs. Mo was to have addressed 
Mrs. Underwood’s party on the 
Pari.« sessions She also was on a 
committee which w e l c o m e d a 
U. N. commission now in Korea. 
Police .said they believed the 
assailants were Koreans. The at­ 
tack came as Mrs. Underwood was 
entertaining the wives of faculty 
members in her home near the 
Chosen Christian college campus 
on the outskirts of Seoul
